How a Baby Opens Its Mental Eyes. 
In the last volume of the "Educational 


Series" on "The Development of the In- 
ellect" Mr. II. W. Brown has presented 
a conspectus of the observations of Pro- 
essor Preyer on the mind of the child, 
which shows chronologically the gradual 
development of tho senses, intellect and 
will of the growing child, and presents 
n a condensed form tho result of a great 
number of careful observations. It is 
recorded that sensibility to light, touch, 
icmperature, smell and taste are present 
on the first day of infant life. 
Hearing, 


.herefore, is the only special sense which 
s not active at this time. The child 
lears by the third or fourth day. Tasto 
,nd smell are senses at first most active, 
3ut they arc not differentiated. General 
organic sensations of well being or dis- 
comfort are felt from the first, but pain 
and pleasure, as mental states, are not 
noted till at or near the second month. 


The first sign of speech in the shape of 


utterance of consonant sounds is heard 
in tho latter part of the second month, 
these consonants being generally "m," 
"r," "g," or "t." All the movements of 
the eyes become co-ordinato by tho 
fourth month, and by this titno the child 
Begins to have the "feeling of self," that 
:s, he looks at his own hands and looks 
at himself in tho mirror. Tho study of 
he child's mind during the first year 
ehows conclusively that ideas develop 
and reasoning processes occur before 
there is any knowledge of words or lan- 
guage; though it may bo assumed that 
the child thinks in symbols, visual or 
auditory, which are clumsy equivalents 
for words. By the end of the year tho 
child begins to express itself by sounds; 
that is, speech begins. The development 
of this speech capacity is, according to 
Preyer, in accordance with tho develop- 
ment of the intellectual powers. By the 
end of tho second year the child's power 
of speech is practically acquired. 


Tho Flan That Tripped Up ISooth. 


A handsome mahogany case, contain- 


ing a silk flag with gold bullion fringe, 
occupies nearly all the available epaco 
of the wall in tho southern part of tho 
room of Capt. Cobaugh at tho treasury 
department. Every visitor to the depart- 
ment is shown tho flag and attention is 
generally invited to a tear in one of its 
strips. The flag formerly belonged to 
tho Treasury guards, a volunteer organ- 
ization formed during tho war for emer- 
gencies that might ariso at the capital of 
tho nation. After tho fall of Richmond, 
and tho night that President Lincoln 
wont to Ford's theatre, tho Hag, which 
was then attached to a stout rosewood 
flagstaff, was borrowed by John T Ford 
for decorative uses about tho box occu- 
pied by tho president. When tho assassin 
fired tho shot whoso echo was heard 
throughout tho civilized world he leaped 
from the box, and in doing so caught tho 
rowel of his spur in the cilkon folds of 
the starry banner protruding from the 
president's box. That slip probably cost 
Booth his life, for tho flag tripped him 
and caused tho broken leg which imped- 
ed him in his efforts to escape and ren- 
dered him an easy victim for Sergt. 
Boston Corbett'srifle ball. Subsequently 
tho flag was returned to the treasury de- 
partment, and during tho few days that 
President Johnson had his office in the 
department the flag was in a corner of 
the apartment. 
It was removed, how- 


ever, by Capt. Cobaugh to its present 
resting place, and the staff was made 
into threo canesaud presented to officials 
of the treasury department— Washing- 
ton Letter in Philadelphia News.

The doctor made 
a good camp-fire speech and time and 
again touched the hearts of the old com- 
rades by his patriotic allusions.

battles, and in no ease did they ever show 
the white feather.

III., related several incidents of nrmy 
life. His company hud come to Decatur 
in a wagon from Shelbyville. The speech 
was given up largely to telling how little 
the boys knew of military regulations 
during the first months of the service. 


E. T. Lee, Co. I, of Monticello, thought 


the whole ground had been gone over by 
the comrades, but lie spoke proudly of 
the-list, Col. Pngh, Col. Ansel Tupper, 
and of his company, the Mt. Auburn 
"bloodhounds," the company that had 
marched into Decatur in their blue 
shirts and red pants to take its placn at 
the side of the Decatur Greys. He dwelt 
m a feeling manner on the gallant record 
of the 41st and of the loss of life.

Before his departure from Washington 


for his vacation trip, Secretary Noble on 
several occasions spoke to the President 
about the course of Commissioner Tan- 
ner and his clerks in the matter of ra- 
ratlng pensioner and also ia relation tn 
unguarded remarks which the Commis- 
sioner had made from time to time. The 
President was inclined to defend Mr. 
Tanner, and ho did so several times. 
Recently Mr. Tanner made speeches at 
Elmiro, 
Chautauqua 
and 
Milwaukee 


which called forth strong protests from 
prominent Republicans. Directly after 
the Milwaukee incident, Secretary Noble 
returned to this city determined to bring 
the Tanner matter to a climax. He put 
his views before the President in a very 
positive manner, and intimated that he 
would retire from the Interior Depart- 
ment if Mr. Tanner was continued in 
office much longer. 


On Tuesday, (Senator Hiscock, of New 


York, who had boon talking with the 
President about the matter, and Who had 
learned from him that it was likely to 
come to a climax, went to Commissioner 
Tanner—without 
authority 
from 
the 


President, however—and said that the 
Commissioner would better resign his 
office, as, if he did not, ha would be re- 
moved. From this interview grew the 
story, which was confirmed by the Com- 
missioner yesterday morning, that he 
had 
been asked for his resignation. 


"When Mr. Tanner visited the 
White 


House later he learned that the President 
had not asked for his resignation, and 
that Senator Hiaoock had been acting on 
his own responsibility. 


Last evening about nine o'clock Daniel 


Ransdell, Marshal of the District of Co- 
lumbia, and a particular friend of the 
President, went to Mr. Tanner's house, 
and in his private capacity, as he ex- 
plained to the Commissioner, suggested 
that Mr. Tanner would better relievo the 
President of the difficulty in which he 
found himself placed by resigning. He 
told the Commissioner that the President 
had boon his consistent friend, and that 
ho had shown It when he gave him the 
office to which ho had been appointed, 
and afterward when he defended his 
course. Tho Commissioner said that ho 
appreciated this fact, but for a time he 
was quite firm in his determination to 
forco the President to rnoose between re- 
moving him and leaving him in office. 
Shortly before midmght, however, he 
gave in, and agreed to write his resigna- 
tion, and place 1 it then and there in the 
hands of Mr. Kausdcll. 


Commissioner 
Tanner 
may receive 


some .[.tier office at the hands of the Ad- 
miuistration. 
None hail been offered 


him at four o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Tho tono of tlu* President's letter of ac- 
ceptance is generally considered not nt 
all cordial, and it is commonly inter- 
preted as unfavorable to Mr. Tanner's 
chances of bring appointed to another 
office. 


Various Views of the Matter by Inter- 


ested Parties. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Mr. Tanner 


seems reluctant to talk about his resig- 
nation. 
His disposition, however, ap- 


pears to bo not to show any resentment, 
but to maintain cordial relations with 
the Administration. He said: 


"The President did not ask for iny 


resignation, nor did he advise that I re- 
sign. He assured me that the investiga- 
tion into the affairs of the Pension-office 
had developed 
nothing that rejected 


upon my honesty or my good intentions. 
and said that if I remained in office Sec- 
retary Noble wuuld resign. 
The dis- 


memberment of a Cabinet is a very seri- 
ous thing, and I decided that it was bet- 
ter I should resign, since the unreasona- 
ble prejudices of Mr. Noble could not be 
overcome." 


When Secretary Noble returned from 


the White House he said: 


"The President has written Mr. Tan- 


ner a very cordial letter and I am very 
glad that he has done so." 


Reference was made to the published 


statements of an unfriendly feeling be- 
tween the Secretary and the Commis- 
sioner. 
Beneral Noble said that there 


had been no break in Ufa personal rela- 
tions with Mr. Tanner, and that there 
was nothing personal in the causes which 
led to the severance of their official rela- 
tions. The Secretary said that it was en- 
tirely due to a difference of opinion ID 
regard to matters of official administra- 
tion. 


The Secretary called the attention ol 


the reporter to a letter received from 


Secretary Tracy, in which he stated that 
he wonld be occupied all day, and that he 
desired Secretary Noble to contradict the 
report of the interview which is said to 
have taken place at the White House. 
Secretary Noble said that the story of a 
wrangle between himself and Secretary 
Tracy was made out of whole cloth, and 
was true neither In word nor in thought. 
He added that the same cordial relations 
existed between himself and Secretary 
Tracy as between the other members of 
the Cabinet. 


Assistant Secretary Bussey, In talking 


to a reporter abont the recently pub- 
lished statements alleging that he (Qta- 
eral Bnssey) had worked up the case 
against Mr. Tanner, and had shown a 
hostile disposition toward the Commis- 
sioner, said that there was no truth in 
such statements. 
He had been called 


upon to pass as a lawyer upon the Com- 
missioner's decisions, and had in all 
cases simply expressed kis opinion as to 
their legality, and had gone no further. 
He denied that there was any unfriendly 
feeling between himself and the Com- 
missioner. 


An afternoon paper publishes the fol- 


lowing paragraph: 


It is said that now Tanner is out of the 


way a determined effort will bo made U 
bring abont the resignation of Assistant 
Secretary Bussey of the Interior Depart- 
ment. Ho is credited, whether justly of 
not, with having stirred up the feelrag it 
Secretary Noble's mind which has just 
culminated, and now it is asserted that a 
clean sweep must be made, and that Gen- 
eral Bussey must follow Mr. Tanner. 


Private Secretary Ealiord Explains. 
WASHINGTON, Sept 13.—Private Secre- 


tary Halford, in an interview last night, 
speaking about the published reports of 
the conferences here Wednesday ovei 
the Tanner case, and of newspaper state- 
ments bearing on the attitude of Secre- 
tary Noble in the matter that have ap- 
peared from time to ttnie, said: 


"You know the President is not a be- 


liever in much talk, and I don't like to 
say anything about the Pension-office 
matter, but there are one or two mis- 
statements 
that 
ought to 
be cor- 


rected, 
No issue was ever made by 


(secretary Noble to the President as to 
whether he or Mr. Tanner should go. 
Next, there was never any formal Cab- 
inet consultation about the matter, and 
there was no disagreement whatever 
among the members, much loss any ex- 
change of incivilities. 
The President 


had several times during tho summer 
made suggestions to Mr. Tanner, which 
he hoped would havo a good effect, as he 
feels very kindly toward him personally. 
The question was not at all in the Presi- 
dent's mind whether one of tho two per- 
sons should go." 


General Algar.'a Bart Break. 


PITTSBURGH. Pa., Sept. 13.—Th« Chroni- 


cle-Telegraph's Washington special says: 
The telegram received by Corporal Tan- 
ner from General Alg°r, Ihc nowlv- 
elected Comrnaudor-m-Chief of the G. 
A. R., advising the Commissioner not to 
resign, but to "stand firm" has occa- 
sioned a great deal of sharp criticism and 
speculation. Indeed, charges are made 
by prominent Republicans, and the tele- 
gram confirms their suspicions, that tho 
Alger combine was engaged in weaving a 
political web around President Harrison. 
To your correspondent a Western Re- 
publican, who stands very near 
the 


throne, so to speak, said: 


"General Alger's telegram to Commis- 


sioner Tanner was bad policy. He has 
simply shown his hand. The President's- 
eyes have been opened. I would not bo 
surprised to find Tanner in the field for 
Alger before thu snow flies." 


TJpon further investigation it was ac- 


oertalned that the members of the Cab- 
inet entertain ideas similar to those of 
the gentleman quoted. One of the mem- 
bers, when spoken to about the matter, 
replied: 


"Yes, I know all about it; but I think 


that the people will stand by the Admin- 
istration in this Tanner matter, as it will 
be shown sooner or later that we did not 
propose allowing the Treasury to be 
looted."

at PImlico In a Haln-Storm. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 13.—The prin- 


ciple event yesterday was the sham bat- 
tle of North Point at Pimlieo. There was 
not much fun in it for those engaged fof 
the rain fell constantly. Nevertheless 
Pimlieo was visited by eight thousand 
people yesterday afternoon. From tha" 
advent of tho three thousand troop? upon 
the field until tho closing act the move- 
ments of tha two armies wore those of 
the troops in 1S13 as nearly as possible.

The names 
of Cols, Can by, Worth, Kearney, Hardin, 
Bissell, Forman, Baker, Newby, Collins, 
Scott, Fremont, Harney, Wool and Tay- 
lor, and Lieut Pine, also appear among 
the decorations, together with the mem- 
bers of the six Illinois Regiments that 
were in the war. Against the north wall 
are flags with a festoon over the life siz * 
portrait of Judge A, J, Gallager who 
when a boy was in the Mexican war.
